The rapid growth into favour in China of 
American drilla and aheetings has been fre. 
quently commented upon of lata years. The 
attention of Engliah manufacturers hag se- 
veral times baan called tothe matter, and if 
they cara to ratnin their hold on Fistara 
markota they will do well ta pay mora heed 
to the lateat warnings-givan, In hia report 
on tha trade.of. Tiantsia Mr. Commissioner 
Darrine sava:—-" I have once more to note 
the remarkable inérease in the importation 
of Améeritan sheetings ;.thesé in 1885 hive 
been 4 percent. more in quantity than in 
tho previous year, which: itself showsd an 
advance of 24 por cont. on tha your 1883. 
The English cvinufagture which passes under 
the satne Mame has fomaindd stationary at 
26,000 pieces—the thirtieth part only of the 
American importa stata of thtngs which 
ought to afford’ some, practical lessons to 
manufacturers.” ‘At Ghefoo, too, a large in- 
crease is recorded in the import of Amnpricas® 
Sheetings, the figures being 160,697 pieces 
in 1885 98 compsred with 102,650 pieces in 
7934, It istrua that there was alay.an incrense 
lothaimnort of Haglish shedtings at this port, 
the quantity being 76,475 pieces in 1885 ua 
againat 43,193 pieces in 1884, but tle incronse 
does not keap paca with that inthe American 
fabric, At Shanghai asimilar result is record.
